REMARKS 

Claims 1-6, 8-17, 19-23, and 26-39 are pending and at issue in the above- 
identified patent application. Claims 23, 26, and 27, which were allowed in the pursuant 
Office action, were not amended and remain in a condition for allowance. 

Dependent claims 7-11 and 18-22 stand objected to because they were dependent 
on a rejected base claim (independent claims 1 and 15, respectively) but were identified 
as allowable if rewritten in independent form to include the limitations of the base claim. 
As detailed in the above listing of the claims, claims 1-6, 8-17, and 19-23 have been 
rewritten to include the limitations of the allowable dependent claims. New claims 28-37 
depend from the rewritten claims and are allowable for at least that reason. Accordingly, 
the applicants respectfully submit that these claims are now in a condition for allowance. 

Finally, independent claims 38 and 39 have been added herein and include many 
of the same elements of the claims that were identified as allowable. The applicants 
respectfully submit that new claims 38 and 39 are also in a condition for allowance.
